“CHURCH AND STATE 


THE HIERARCHY. 

The unobtrusive but thoroughly efficient conduct of the 
members of the hierarchy of the Catholic Church in the Uni- 
ted States should furnish the basis for admiration and emu- 
lation as well. For the past several months, though the 
Church they hold most dear and serve so well, was unjustly 
attacked, and foul, loathsome lies scattered broadcast

Years 
ago when they consecrated themselves to the work of 
spreading God’s kingdom on earth, they learned the value 
of temporal! things as compared to the eternal. While as 
American citizens they are interested in the welfare of our 
country and personally they will perform their duties as 
becomes American citizens and will urge their people to 
foster American ideals and further American principles 
and prosperity, nevertheless they labor in the Service of 
Him Who said: “My kingdom is not of this world.” In their 
meetings they need not, as others have done, offer a “mea 
culpa” for misguided efforts i _ fields to which they do not 
belong. 


THE INDEFECTIBLE CHURCH 


To the self-styled savant, who has predicted the total 
destruction of the Catholic Church in ours and other coun- 
tries, history furnishes evidence that unquestionably shows 
the foolhardiness of such a prediction.

That is why this Sunday is 
called “Rejoice” Sunday. Even 
the first word of the Epistle to- 
day is “rejoice.”

He fur- 
ther tells us in those cheering 
words, “by prayer and suppli- 
eation with thanksgiving, let 
your petitions be made known to 
God.” Pay attention also to 
what he tells us about the

and minds in Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” 

Why, every one of you tries to 
do that all the year through. You 
know your heart and mind be- 
longs to God. You know there 
is nothing better that you can 
love with your heart; there is 
nothing better you can think of 


a Sanctuary Lamp dates from 
the 13th. century. One light is 
absolutely necessary when the 
Blessed Sacrament is present. 
This practice came into general 
use throughout the Church dur- 
ing the 16th. century. It is per- 
mitted, and even urged to have 
many lights, an uneven number 
burning at»all times before the 
Blessed Sacrament. 


As we told you before, the 
tabernacle was not always a part 
of the main altar, but only 
since the 16th. century. That is 
why the Sanctuary Lamp also 
came into general usage at that 
same time. 


During the times of the early 
persecutions the Blessed Sacra- 
ment was preserved in the home 
of the Faithful. Later it was 
kept in the sacristy, or in a 
small cabinet on the Gospel side 
of the altar. Later on It was 
in a gold pyx, or small gold case 
shaped like a tower or a dove, 
and suspended over the altar. 
Later, for convenience, this 
“pyx’ or gold case was placed 
in the center of the main altar 
and there we have the origin of 
the present tabernacle. 


Every altar should have a tab-! 


ernacle, but especially the main 
altar of the Church. A movable 


tabernacle may be provided for'|
